F.  H.  Woodruff  and  -Sons,  Inc.,  Douglas,  Wyoming,  on  February  19ii6, 
delivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  commerce  from  Douglas,  'Wyoming, 
to  Mobile,  Alabama,  Vy  bags  of  garden  bean  seed. 

Information  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
State  of  V/yoming  alleging  that  F.  H.  Woodruff  and  Sons,  Inc.,  unlawfully 
delivered  for  transportation  in  "interstate  canrrerce  the  above-mentioned  ship- 
ment of  seed  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act, 

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  garden  bean  seed  to  have  a 
germination  of  8[|.  percent;  whereas,  the  seed  was  found  to  have  a  germination 
in  May  19U6  of  60  percent. 

On  January"-  10,  19h9 ,  F.  H.  Woodruff  and  Sons,  Inc.,  entered  a  plea  of 
guilty  and  the  Court  imposed  a  fine  of  $200.

Paul  Allison  Company,  Fort  V/orth,  Texas,  on  June  10,  19-^7,  delivered  for 
transportation  in  interstate  comi?3erce  from  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  to  Enid,  Oklahoma, 
200  bags  of  sorghum  seed. 

Information  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Northern  District  of  Texas  alleging  that  the  Paul  Allison  Company  unlawfully 
delivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  commerce  the  above-mentioned  shipment 
of  seed  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  sorghum,  seed  to  have  a  germination 
of  8^  percent;  whereas,  the  seed  was  found  to  have  a  germination  in  July  19l;7 
of  U9  percent. 

On  March  18,  19U9,.  Paul  Allison  and  Cecil  Marlow,  operating  as  the  Paul 
Allison  Company,  Fort  V/orth,  Texas,  entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  and  the 
Court  imposed  a  fine  of  0l5o. 
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192.  False  labeling  of  lespedeza  seed.    Excessive  noxious-weed  seeds. 
U.  S.  V.  12  bags  of  lespedeza  seed.    Seed  seized,  recleaned,  and  relabeled  to 
comply  with  the  Federal  Seed  Act.

Epting  Distributing  Company,  Leesville,  South  Carolina,  on  February  2^,  19U8. 
delivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  commerce  from  Leesville,  South 
Carolina,  to  Darlington,  Alabama,  12  bags  of  lespedeza  seed. 

A  libel  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Southern  District  of  Alabama  praying  seizure  of  the  12  bags  of  this  seed  and 
alleging  same  to  be  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  contain  the  noxious- 
weed  seed,  Johnson  grass,  at  the  rate  of  l8  per  pound;  whereas,- the  seed  was 
found  to  contain  Johnson  grass  seeds  at  the  rate  of  173  per  pound.  Agricultural 
seed  containing  in  excess  of  100  Johnson  grass  seed's  per  pound  is  prohibited 
from  sale  in  the  State  of  Alabama  and  therefore  prohibited  from  shipment  into 
that  State  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act.    The  seed  was  seized  by  the  United  States 
marshal . 

On  July  13,  19U8j  the  seed  was  released  to  the  claimant  to  be  recleaned  and 
relabeled  to  comply  with  the  Federal  Seed  Act.    On  May  2,  19li9j  the  Court  ordered 
the  claimant's  bond  canceled  after  being  informed  that  the  claim.ant  had  complied 
with  the  Court's  decree.

Information  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Middle  District  of  Tennessee  alleging  that  Jack  W.  Derryberry  Seed  Company 
unlawfully  delivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  commerce  the  above-mentionec 
shipment  of  seed  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  have  a  germination  of 
65  percent  and  2^  percent  hard  seed;  whereas,  the  seed  was  found  to  have  a 
germination  in  March  19hl  of  21  percent  and  1?  percent  hard  seed.

Seed  Company,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  and  the 
Court  imposed  a  fine  of  02^0.

Labels  attachf-a  to  the  bags  failed  to  indicate  the  presence  of  noxious-weed 
seeds;  whereas,  th;,  seed  was  found  to  contain  the  noxious-weed  seed,  buckhorn 
n         plantain,  at  the  rate  of  at  least  291  per  pound.    Red  clover  seed  containing  in 
excess  of  100  buckhorn  plantain  seeds  per  pound  is  prohibited  from  sale  in  the 
State  of  Tennesse.e  and  therefore  prohibited  from  shipment  into  that  State  under 
the  Federal  Seed  Act.    The  seed  was  seized  by  the  United  States  marshal. 

On  October  11,  19ii9,  no  claimant  having  appeared,  the  Court  ordered  the 
seed  destroyed .

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  contain  no  noxious-weed 
seeds;  whereas,  the  seed  was  found  to  contain  oxeye  daisy  s^^eds  at  the  rate  of 
198  per  pound.    Redtop  seed  containing  in  excess  of  $0  oxeye  daisy  seeds  per  pound ds 
prohibited  from  sale  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  and  therefore  prohibited  from 
shipment  into  that  State  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act.    The  seed  Y^as  seized  by  the 
United  States  marshal. 

On  October  11,  19U9^  the  Court  ordered  the  seed  destroyed  and  ordered  the 
claimant  to  pay  the  court  costs.

Labels  attached  to  the  bags ,  represented  the  seed  to  have  a  f^ermination  of 
8^  percent  or  better  and  to  contain  no  hard  seed;  whereas,  the  seed  was  found  in 
May  19)|8  to  have  a  germination  of  ^1  pei'cent  and  7  percent  hard  seed. 

On  May  16,  19h9 ,  W.  H.  Robinson,  Inc.,  Cairo,  Georgia,  entered  a  plea  of 
nolo  contendere  and  the  Court  imposed  a  fine  of  $^0 .

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  in  all  three  lots  of  seed  failed  to  indicate 
the  presence  of  the  noxiouc-woed  .seeds,  dodder,  curly  dock,  and  bottlebrush 
plantain,  which  ivere  found  to  be  present  in  var^'^ing  am.ounts .    Labels  attached 
to  at  l'33.st  30  of  the  bags  in  one  lot  represented  the  seed  to  contain  the 
noxious-weed  seed,  horsenettle,  at  the  rate  of  2?  per  pound;  whereas,  20  bags 
of  the  seed  were  found  to  contain  horsenettle  seeds  at  the  rate  of  72  per  pound 
and  10  bags  of  the  seed  were  found  to  contain  horsenettle  seeds  at  the  rate  of 
90  per  pound.    Labels  attached  to  the  bags  in  each  "lot"  of  seed  represented  the 
seed  in  every  bag  to  be  of  the  same  quality;  v/hereas ,  every  bag  of  seed  in  each 
of  the  three  "lots"  was  not  of  uniform  quality  v/ithin  permitted  tolerances  with 
respect  to  the  rate  of  occurrence  of  noxious-v;eed  seeds  and  was  therefore  not 
a  part  of  the  same  lot  of  seed  as  defined  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act.    The  seed 
was  seized  by  the  United  States  marshal .

The  labeling  on  the  containers  failed  to  show  the  Y/ords  "Below  Standard" 
as  required  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act  for  vegetable  seed  which  germinates 
below  the  standards  established  under  the  Fedei^al  Seed  Act.    The  germination 
standard  established  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act 
for  onion  seed  is  70  percent,  for  lettuce  seed^.  80  percent,  and  for  kale  seed, 
corn  seed,  and  garden  bean  seed,  7^  percent.

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  of  timothy  seed  failed  to  indicate  the  presence 
of  noxious-weed  seeds;  whereas,  the  seed  was  found  to  contain  buckhorn  plantain 
seeds  at  the  rate  of       per  r^ound . 

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  of  rye  seed  failed  to  indicate  the  presence  of 
noxious-weed  seeds:  whereas,  the  seed  Vv-as  found  to  contain  cheat  seeds  at  the 
rate  of  30l4  per  riound.  At  the  time  the  shipment  v.ras  made  ,    rye  seed  containing 
in  excess  of  200  cheat  seeds  per  Dound  was  prohibited  from,  sale  in  the  State 
of  North  Carolina  and  the^-'eiore  prohibited  from  shipment  into  that  State  under 
the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

Labels  attached  to  tlie  bags  of  barley  seed  represented  the  seed  to  have  a 
germination  of  pO  percent:  whereas,  one  shioment  was  found  in  Septem.ber  19^7 
to  have  a  germination  of  26  nercent  and  one  shipment  7vas  found  in  September  19hl 
to  have  a  germ.ination  of  19  percent. 

On  October  13,  19U9j  Louisville  Seed  Comoany,  Inc.,  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  and  the  Court  imposed  a  fine  of  $$0  on  each 
of  four  counts  plus  $1^  costs,  or  a  total  fire  of  $21$.

A  libel  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Middle  District  of  Alabama  oraying  seizure  of  this  seed,  and  alleging  same  to 
be  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

No  labels  were  :.^.ttached  to  the  bags  at  the  time  of  interstate  shipment. 
Labeling  in  the  form  of  a  telegram,  represented  the  seed  to  contain  the  noxious- 
weed  seed,  dodder,  at  the  rate  of  9  oer  oound;  vdiereas,  the  seed  was  found  to 
contain  dodder  set.ds  at  the  rate  of  117  per  pound.    Individual  bag  samples 
teken  from  four  sGoai'ate  bags  v:ere  found  to  contain  the  noxious-weed  seed, 
dodder,  at  the  r;i.te  of  l8,32,  6I4,  and  17^  per  r)Ound,  respectively.    The  seed 
was  sei;ied  by  the  United  States  marshal. 

On  April  Ih,  19l49 ,  the  seed  was  released'  under  bond  to  the  claimant  to 
be  brought  into  compliance  with  the  Federal  Seed  Act,

bags  of  redtop  seed,  60  bags  of  red  clover  seed  in  two  shipments,  and  ^0  bags 
of  timothy  seed  in  three  shinmentsi 

)  Information  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 

Eastern  District  of  Illinois  alleging  that  J.  M.  Schultz  Seed  Company 
unlawfully  transported  and  de].ivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  commerce 
the  above-mentioned  shipments  of  seed  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  of  timothy  seed  and  redtop  seed  represented 
tJ'ie  seed  in  all  four  shipments  to  contain  no  noxious-v/eed  seeds.  A'20-bag 
shipment  of  timothy  seed  vfas  found  to  contain  the  noxious-Aveed  seeds,  buckhorn 
plantain  and  oxeye  daisj'',  at  the  rate  of  72  and  36  per  pound,  respectively. 
A  l5-bag  shipment  of  redtop  seed  was  found  to  contain  the  noxious-weed  seed, 
oxeye  daisy,  at  the  rate  of  72  per  pound.    A  25-bag  shipment  of  timothy  seed 
was  found  to  contain  the  noxious-weed  seed,  buckhorn  plantain,  at  the  rate  of 
60  per  pound .    A  l5-bag  shipment  of  timothy  seed  was  found  to  contain  the 
noxioT^.s-weed  seed,  buckhorn  plantain,  at  the  rate  of  ^0  per  pound.    A  10-bag 
shipment  of  red  clover  seed  was  represented  to  consist,  in  part,  of  99*30 
percent  pure  seed  and  0.20  percent  other  crop  seed;  whereas,  the  seed  was 
found  to  consist,  in  part,  of  93-22  percent  pure  seed  and  6.13  percent  other 
crop  seed,  including  ^.lli  percent  sweetclover  seed. 

A  shipment  of  $0  bags  of  red  clover  seed  made  to  Alexandria,  Virginia, 
was  represented  to  contain  no  noxious-weed  seeds;  iMiereas,.  the  seed  was  found 
to  contain  the  noxious-v/eed  seed,  dodder,  at  the  rate  of  7k  per  ounce. 
Agricultural  seed  containing  12  or  more  dodder  seeds  per  ounce  is  prohibite'd 
from  sale  in  the  State  of  Virginia  and  therefore  prohibited  from  shipment 
into  that  State  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

On  December  20,  19li9 ,  J.  M.  Schultz,  operating  the  J.  M.  Schultz  Seed 
Company,  Dieterich,  Illinois,  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  the  Court  imposed 
a  fine  of  !|l,OGO  and  costs.

A  libel  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Alabam.a 
Eastern  District  praying  seizure  of  this  seed  and  alleging  same  to  be  falsely 
labeled  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 
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Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  have  a  (germination  of 
70  percent  ^  vdiereaB,  the  seed  was  found- in  April  1?U9  to  have  a  {T^^.rmination  of 
h9  percent.    The  seed  T^as  seized  by  the  United  States  Marshal. 

On  Jttly  lli,  19h9 ,  no  claimant  having  appeared  ,  the  Court  ordered  the  seed 
destroyed .

J.  M.  Wilson  ^  Sons,  Laurel,  Mississippi,  on  February  18,  19U9,  delivered 
for  transportation  jn  interstate  commerce  from  Lauj^el,  Mississippi,  to  Elberta 
Alabama,  100  bags  of  lespeder'.a  seed. 

A  libel  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Southern  District  of  Alabama  praying  seizure  of  this  seed  and  alleging  same 
to  be  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  consist,  in  part, 
of  98.15  percent  pure  seed,  0.10  percent  weed  seed,  and  no  other  crop  seeds 5 
to  have  a  gemination  of  70  percent  and  9  percent  hard  seed  or  a  total  germi- 
nation afnd  hard  seed  percentage  of  79;  and  to  contain  no  noxious-weed  seeds; 
Tvhereas,  the  seed  was  found  to  consist,  in  part,  of  93 '02  percent  pure  seed, 
2       percent  v^eed  seed,  and  3.18  percent  other  crop  seed;  to  have  a  germi- 
nation in  April  19U9  of  h3  percent  and      percent  hard  seed  or  a  total  germi- 
nation and  hard  seed  -percertacre  of  U8:  and  to  contain  the  noxious-weed  seed, 
dodder,  at  the  rate  of  297  per  pound.    Agri.cultural  seed  containing  in  excess 
of  200  dodder  seeds  per  puund  is  prohibited  from,  sale  in  the  State  of  Alabama 
and  therefore  prohibited  from  shiprnent  into  that  State  under  the  Federal  Seed 
Act.    In  addition,  the  labels  failed  to  show  a  lot  number  or  the  name  and 
address  of  the  shipper  as  required  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act.    The  seed  was 
seized  by  the  United  States  Marshal. 

On  October  27,  19a9j  no  claimant  having  appeared,  the  Court  ordered  the 
seed  destroyed .
